Operators of trucks, buses, taxi- 
cabs and other types of commercial motor vehicles are still required 
to have their tires inspected periodically, although passenger car tire 
inspections are no longer required.

More than 90 per rent of American motorists have endorsed their 
gasoline coupons. OPA said in reporting the progress made in stamp- 
ing out counterfeit and stolen gas coupons. Since January first, 926 
counterfeiters, peddlers and persons who had robbed local boards 
were arrested, and 611 motorists who bought gasoline illegally lost 
their rations. Also, 20,061 filling stations had to turn in valid coupons 
to make good the illegal sale of more than four million gallons of 
gasoline, and 1.140 other stations were denied the right to buy or 
sell gasoline for periods varying up to the duration of the war.

SOUTH ARDMORE— A GOOD CONTEST 
IS A HEALTHY POLITICAL THING 

The long-faced argument that Edwin W. Semans and his 
Wynnewood independents have mortally wounded the cause of 
Republicanism because they waged a stacker campaign in South 
Ardmore is political slander. Several have even suggested that 
this exhibition of healthy independence will affect the party's 
chance of sending someone to the White House. 

This is the psychology of a man floundering around for an 
alibi. 

If anything, Semans and his independents have strength- 
ened the cause of Republicanism. They have removed that help- 
less fear that nothing can be done to alter the course of local 
politics. 

Arguments that harmony at any price strengthens a political 
party are silly as well as detrimental to the party's best interests. 
Harmony must be genuine to prevent either an indifference 
among voters or a drift from party allegiance. Fictitious tales 
of harmony are the tools of syhster politicians and of ward 
heelers who can thing of nothing better to say. 

The independents have strengthened the party by demon- 
strating that any group with right and energy on its side can 
reshape anti-social tactics within the party. Men and women 
often change their party affiliations because there is no hope of 
political expression within the party framework. A political or- 
ganization, unafraid at any time to stand the test of popular 
vote, grows in strength: likewise, an organization that leans too 
heavily on its power of control and its henchmen loses ground. 

Those who are seeing party disunity boogey men should be 
reminded that Semans and his independents didn't start the 
South Ardmore committee fight. It started when Lower Merion 
commissioners, prompted by political directives, ignored petitions 
to fill a commissioner vacancy that they had asked the citizens 
to prepare. When one candidate presents a petition with al- 
most twice as many signatures as another candidate and then 
the other candidate gets the job you have the makings of a 
political uprising. 

James N. Sluss has been appointed South Ardmore commis- 
sioner and the independents have expressed their resentment 
against the committee people' who were responsible for this ap- 
pointment. To our knowledge, none of the independents claimed 
Sluss was anything less than an honorable gentleman. Now. he 
is on his own to do a forceful job of representing the largest 
voting district in Lower Merion Township. By the type of repre- 
sentation he gives Ardmore he can prove his mettle. 

What he can't disprove, however — and this is no reflection 
on him — is that Lower Merion commissioners failed to use civic 
judgment in making the appointment. 

It has been said the commissioners are entitled to respect. 
True public respect begins for a public official when he respects 
himself and holds inviolable those governing principles which 
he swears to defend when he takes his oath of office.

General Arnold's Address 

Every school "brans" of being the Alma Mater of at lpast one 
prrsrm who lias achieved the top runs on the ladder of .success. 
Lower Morion's fame and priory lies in a man who will lead America 
to victory, in the present conflict, by use of air power. The man 
whom we have reference tn is none oilier than our "own" Henry IT. 
Arnold. Commanding General of the Army Air Forces, who attended 
Lower Merion when it. like a germinatinp seed, had ju*t begun to 
push its way through the "darkness"; later to blossom into a fine 
institution. Although there was a yearbook at L. M. back in the 
early pan of the century, a few varying descriptions of the school 
have been pieced together by the writer. 

The L. M. of today held sessions in the top floor section of the 
Arrimoro Avenue School Building until.

I. C. MTcTHears Talk 
By Dr. Winlock 

Dr. Rachel Winlock. of the Child 
Guidance Clinic, spoke on "Men- 
tal Hygiene for Children'' at a 
meeting of the Interdenomina- 
tional Mothers Council of Haver- 
ford Township last Tuesday after- 
noon in the Brookline Methodist ' 
Church. 

"Children must be taught to 
grow up in the family and how to 
conduct themselves when they 
grow out of it." she said. A par- 
ent must establish a method and 
stick to it. regardless of how 
neighbors or friends do the job." 

Dr. Winlock reviewed six rules 
for creating a proper environment 
for children. 350.000 leaflets, con- 
taining these rules will be distrib- 
uted in Philadelphia during Child 
Health Week. 

The Council voted to disband 
for the duration, except for an- 
nual board meetings. The present 
board will continue for another 
year.

Patrick John O'Dea wrecked 
fine football teams with his kick- 
ing as early as 1897. 

Gilmour Dobie, the famous 
coach, always maintained that 
Pat O'Dea's drop kick which took 
the heart out of Minnesota in 
Minneapolis in mid November, 
1899, was the greatest individual 
plav he ever saw. 

With the ball deep in Minne- 
sota territory, Knowlton punted 
only 30 yards. Legendary Pat 
O'Dea made a fair catch and at- 
tempted a 50 yard place-kick, 
barely missing. In those days fair 
catches offered the only chance 
to place kick goals except after 
touchdowns. In O'Dea's time. 
Wisconsin players were on the 
alert for fair catches anywhere 
within 50 yards of the goal line. 

Minnesota brought the ball in 
25 yards and this time it flew 
straight to O'Dea, 10 yards be- 
yond mid-field and with young 
Gil Dobie of the Gophers right 
under it. The field at that time 
was 110 yards beyond mid-field, 
which meant 65 yards from the 
goal. Other Minnesota players 
were covering the ball rapidly. 

"After eluding me" explains 
Gloomy Gil Dobie, "O'Dea ran 
toward the side line. He did not 
kick until several Minnesota play- 
ers were almost upon him. The 
kick was therefore at a difficult 
ancle, made harder by the fact 
that O'Dea. a right foot kicker, 
was running to his left". 

Changed Type of Game 

Newspapers accounts give t lie 
distance of the kick as 60 yards. 
The sensational drop-kick com- 
ing early in the second half with 
both teams scoreless broke the 
heart of the Minnesota team. Wis- 
consin, correspondingly encourag- 
ed, swept on to win 19-0. 

In O'Dea's day— 1897. 1898. 
1899-football was a rushing, 
bruising game. With a team 
required to advance the ball 5 
yards in 3 'downs, the punt was 
rarely used except as a defensive 
tactic on the 3rd down. With 
O'Dea gaining huge yardage on 
every exchange, however, Phil 
King, Princeton's three time All- 
American quarterback coaching 
the Badgers, developed the kick- 
ing game, reserving his rushing 
attack until within scoring dis- 
tance. 

Until his senior year, O'Dea 
rarely was permitted to carry. 
King refused to hazard his most 
formidable line buckcr, headed 
interference and backed up. But 
King so devised plays that his 
fullback. O'Dea. instead of lead- 
ing the halfback, swung in behind 
the push the runner, which the 
rules then permitted. 

O'Dea's punting style was pecu- 
liarly his own. As he swung his 
foot into the ball, his left foot left 
the ground six or eight inches. 
His perfect follow through had 
his right foot well above his 
head at the finish. He fairly 
exploded his foot against the ball 
and the punt soared from 50 to 80 
yards and so high that even at 
those distances ends were almost 
invariably under it. 

Although the spiral was new to 
him when he started in American 
football. O'Dea quickly mastered 
it, but in games always reverted 
to the style be learned in Aus- 
tralia. And the fact that his end 
over-end punts usually dropped 
erratically did not make the 
catchers duty any easier. 

For dropkicks of 40 to 60 yards 
O'Dea needed a full swing, so 
dropped the ball farther ahead of 
him than most dropkickcrs and 
from the height of his waist. This 
gave opposing lineman a better 
chance and occasionally he had a 
drop kick blocked, though the 
block-of granite Yale line of 1899 



was the only one that blocked more 
than one. 

His Greatest Placekick 

O'Dea's greatest placekick for a 
goal was made in the old Milwau- 
kee Western League ball park. 
Nov. 11, 1899. An injured leg had 
him out of uniform 12 days be- 
fore the game, and he was still 
handicapped by it. 

A 20 mile wind blew directly 
across the field. An Illinois punt 
dropped just in bounds and O'Dea 
shouted to Juneau, playing right 
end: 

"Fair catch, Bill. Fair catch, 
just a few feet inside the sideline 
and 60 yards from the goal line." 

O'Dea calmly kicked a perfect 
goal. Actually, it would scored if 
the distance had been 75 yards, 
for the ball cleared the bleachers 
and high fence and landed into 
the street. It traveled at least. 
80 yards in the air. 

O'Dea stood 6 feet V.'i in. and 
his average playing weight was 
onlv 165. He ran a 100 yards in 
10 seconds flat, did the quarter in: 
50 and the high hurdles in 15 2-5. 

Pat O'Dea was an All-Australian 
halfback at 16 and certainly 
learned to kick up trouble in the 
land down under.
